A monthly fee of $3.19 
will be eliminated after the 
July bill for Sierra Madre 
citizens. The O.I.I. recov¬ 
ery fee was put in place 
several years ago after the 
city was part of a lawsuit. 
Other cities were also 
named in the lawsuit 
which was filed due to 


dumping in a certain land¬ 
fill. The fee was aimed at 
generating funds for the 
city which was lost in the 
suit. After passing the 
1996 - 1997 city budget 
last month, the council 
noted that their goal of 
raising funds had prema¬ 
turely been met. The origi¬ 
nal date for meeting this

goal was November 19%, 
therefore the fee will be 
lifted four months earlier 
as planned. Mayor Gary 
Adams felt that it was an 


appropriate time to elimi¬ 
nate the fee now due to the 
utility tax going on the bal¬ 
lot in November. 

The Parks and Recre¬ 


ation Commission submit¬ 
ted proposed hours of 6 
a.m. to 10 p.m. for Sierra 
Vista Park. After a lengthy 
public hearing, the council 
sent back the ordinance to 
the Parks and Recreation 
Commission for further 
research. Many residents 
from the surrounding 
neighborhood of the park 


spoke in protest to the 
hours. 

Most of the attending 
citizens were opposed to 
the hours and suggested 
some form of compro¬ 
mise. For example, short¬ 
ening the hours until 9:30 
PM would ensure that 
people would be evacu¬ 
ated from the park by 


10:(X) PM and no later. It 
was suggested that the 
lights in the park and Dap¬ 
per field would turn off at 
9:30 PM to get people 
moving and leaving the 
park at 1 ():()<) PM. If the 
Sierra Madre police could 
patrol the park at closing 
time, it would also help in

The proposed Drive-Thru I & Joy/Manhattan Bagel 
project which goes before the planning Commission for 
a public hearing on Thurs. evening July 18th at 7:30 pm 
sets a very dangerous precedent for the city of Sierra 
Madre. With McDonald's and other prospective fran¬ 
chise fast-food operations having new found interest in 
our village community they are surly watching to see 
what we will say to Bill Sullivan and his franchise Drive- 
Thru Bagel Operation. Our newly adopted general plan 
emphasizes a pedestrian friendly commercial district and 
I can’t see a Drive-Thru as being consistent with that 
vision. When at the state level we are bust drafting leg¬ 
islation to limit new drive-thru construction and mitigate 
impact of existing facilities on the basis of environmental 
and air resources concerns.

Correct in Spirit 

Dear Editor: 

I stand corrected by Ms. Caroline B. Brown (S.M. 
News 7/3196) in the letter of the law regarding the Cali¬ 
fornia Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) and historic 
preservation. But not in the spirit with which it is being 
and has been used here in Sierra Madre and in other 
surrounding communities. 

My opinions expressed on June 13 were based in truth 
as far as I could responsibly determine: CEQA Guide¬ 
lines and corroboration from City Hall and on the track 
record of how CEQA was used to delay Frank and Linda 
Szerdahelyi's demolition here in Sierra Madre which, 
they say, cost several months and thousands of dollars. 
It is being used to delay projects in other cities: St. 
Vibiana’s Cathedral in LA: (LA Times 6/9 & 10, Star 
News 6/12 & 14), the building of two proposed school 
yards in South Pasadena (Marengo Elementary School: 
Star News, 5/13 & 5/28/96) (and Holy Family, Herald 
Tribune, 7/5/96), the renovation of Arcade Lane in Pasa¬ 
dena (Star News 1/20/96), and the demolition of 
Manresa Retreat House in Azusa (Star news 2/20 & 2/ 
27/96). 

After a day spent in the L.A. Law Library I discov¬ 
ered that, technically, Ms. Brown is correct. CEQA only 
requires an "initial review" of "significant adverse ef¬ 
fects" on historic resources. An only after the "initial 
review" can a negative or mitigated negative declaration 
be made or a focused or full environmental impact re¬ 
port required. However, if the City is given "discretion¬ 
ary" review powers, then they still CAN and sometimes 
DO require a costly EIR. If you give the city the power 
of a law, they then have the authority and the obligation 
to enforce it. And as you can see from the examples cited 
above, cities are using it as a weapon to thwart develop- 

nrent.

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Letters 

TTie Forik In The Road 


The inimitable Yogi Berra is credited with 
foIlowing..."When you come to a fork in the road, take 
it". That’s probably what happened to the United States 
in 1917. After 32 months of pseudo neutrality, we en¬ 
tered the war on the side of the AIlies..England, France, 
Russia and Italy. Our country would never be the same. 
We were involved in a war thousands of miles from our 
shores, and tied up in the political hatreds, the cultures, 
commerce and finances of other nations. These nations 
had supplied our forefathers, but we had a different way 
of life. The changes that were caused by World War I 
are still with us and in a greatly expanded form. 

Prior to the war this country was able to consume its 
own products. This was due to the fact that manufac¬ 
turing was still very much a hand-powered economy. 
There were no computers, electricity was just beginning 
to make a difference in production and distribution was 
far different than now. A new wave of immigrants had 
to be fed, clothed and housed and most of them soon 
blended into the American way of life. With the 
economy as it was, we had a small need for foreign 
markets. 

But the war changed all this. War always demands a 
speed up, the and pressure to turn out the maximum in 
material creates a demand for more and more speed at 
every level of industry. When the war was over we had, 
for the first time, the means to produce more than we 
could consume. One of the few exceptions to the rule 
was the new automobile industry. Henry Ford's "Tin 
Lizzie" were cranked out, literally, by the thousands 
everyday, but there was no letup in demand. The war 
had brought a certain amount of prosperity and the 
motorcar was a new toy. Something else had appeared 
on the scene...the gasoline-driven tractor. It would 
change agriculture forever, and the days of the horse 
were coming to an end. 

One problem started in World War times was with 
agriculture. At the outbreak of the war there was a great 
hue and cry to raise more food, although there were still 
about the same number of mouths to feed. People were 
encouraged to raise "victory gardens", we already had 
a magnificent garden that produced in abundance every¬ 
thing known to the rich soil of the Middle west, but it 
wasn't enough. My father, fearing ridicule, or perhaps 
criticism, plowed under the balance of the lot, includ¬ 
ing our wonderful croquet court, and planted all to navy 
beans and potatoes. War may have its wonderful as¬ 
pects, but it can hatch some stupid ideas. 

But the biggest mistake was in the farm industry. 
Farmers were encouraged by high prices to plant more 
grain, com, wheat and oats. I can remember my Grand¬ 
mother Richardson and her two old bachelor sons dis¬ 
cussing what their neighbors were doing. Grandmother 
and her family were hard-nosed ultra conservatives and 
they were appalled to see their friends borrow money at 
a high rate of interest and buy land at ridiculous prices. 
It was a sure road to disaster, and it was not long in com¬ 
ing. Suddenly, the war was over, we were in it only 19 
months. The farmers were left with mountains of grain 
they couldn't sell, mountains of debts they couldn't pay. 
They could not pay their notes at the bank, so the banks 
went broke and so did the depositors. There was no 
beneficent Uncle Sam to bail them out. After liquida¬ 
tion of the bank, few depositors got as much as five cents 
on the dollar of their original deposit. By 1925 most 
small banks in the com belt had gone under. My village, 
a prosperous community of 1000 people, had two banks, 
but in early 1925 they were both gone, together with the 
life savings of many people. The 1920's may have been 
a glamorous period, but it also was a time when people 
drank bathtub gin, danced the Charleston and played the 
stock market like crazy. There was a mde awakening 
in 1929. 

Since 1920, every administration has struggled with 
the "farm problem". Farmers have been paid to raise too 
much, too little and to even destroy food, but to no avail. 
Perhaps we should get back to basics, but sometimes that 
is a painful process.

March 1931.” 

The date serves as a 
small time capsule for 
Japanese residents of Si¬ 
erra Madre who built the 
garden, which 

unimposingly sits in a sec¬ 
tion at Sierra Madre El¬ 
ementary School. March 
1931 and the years that 
followed, however, also 
evokes painful memories, 
memories that for some 
are hard to erase. 

Remaining a part of the 
school until the advent of 
World War II, anti-Japa¬ 
nese sentiments would sig¬ 
nal the end of the garden. 
Vandals reduced it to dirt 
and few plantlife, leaving 
the bridge buried under- 
ne^h the destruction, and 
the Japanese that built it 
taken away to internment 
camps.

Question: What do you think of 
installing gas pressurized shock 
absorbers on my older model off road 
vehicle. Would they really improve the 
vehicle's ride? 

Answer: Yes. Gas pressurized 
shock absorbers would be more 
effective on long, rough roads than 
non-pressurized shocks. Both pressur¬ 
ized and non-pressurized shocks rely 
on the resistance of a piston moving up 
and down in a lluid-tllled cylinder to 
control the motions of the vehicle. On 
non-pressurized shocks, that motion 
can cause the Iluid to foam, giving little 
resistance to the piston, thus losing its 
effectiveness. A gas pressurized shock, 
however, uses a chamber of com¬ 
pressed gas to keep the fluid under 
pressure, which minimizes foaming and 
increases its effectiveness under severe 
use situations.

without food. I asked a 
French colleague, 
Antonia, what foods go 
with champagne.

The 
British know how to cel¬ 
ebrate, as do the Aussies 
and New Zealanders. lean 
only say “Cheers” and be 
pleased to open another 
bottle! My choice for any 
occasion is champagne. 

It is possible to put to¬ 
gether champagnes suffi¬ 
ciently diverse in character 
for an exciting dinner. 
Form fresh, youthful and 
acidic, to older and more 
complex. Champagnes 
with 100% Chardonnay 
grapes to 100% Pinot Noir 
grapes and the wide range 
of mixtures of both the 
addition of pinot Meunier. 
Champagne is well ac¬ 
companied by such foods 
as oysters on the half shell 
with fresh lemon and 
tabasco, or salmon

Chairs and T.V. were set up outside the Council 
Chambers to handle any overflow that might occur at the 
Monday, June 8 public hearing regarding the General 
Plan Update and the Draft EIR (Environmental Impact 
Report). Preparations were beyond need. The chambers 
were less than full. 

However, the audience was chomping at the bit to 
speak to the horse racing issue. A segment of time, by 
law, was set aside to allow the public to speak to non- 
hearing issues. Speakers insisted on getting to Area One 
or Santa Anita. 

It was pretty much the same thing that was heard at 
all the public hearings before the Planning Commission 
over the past several weeks. The little different twist this 
time seemed to be that there were more people speak¬ 
ing in approval of a zoning change for area one to allow 
commercial in addition to horse racing. Comments dur¬ 
ing the evening were almost even between the pros and 
cons. 

Sherwood Chillingworth and Tom Austin of Santa 
Anita started the public input by stating that the only 
logical use for area one is commercial since this is the 
only large piece of land still available to produce large 
sales tax revenue. Santa Anita desires Commercial Land 
Use with 915,000 sq. ft. density. 

Most of the comments that followed were either in 
support or opposition to changing area one but one or 
two expressed some concerns over the housing devel¬ 
opment recommendations. No one commented on indus¬ 
trial areas. 

In closing the evening, Robert Ellison of Neighbors 
for Arcadia suggested that Council should appoint a 
commission to look for creative ways to use the Santa 
Anita property. 

Cliff Goodrich of Santa Anita said he sees, “.. .our city 
becoming an island surrounded by cities attracting busi¬ 


ness. Council needs to give a sign they are willing to 
support or encourage business. Then we will present a 
proposal which can be voted upon.” 

The Public Hearing was continued to Wednesday, 
July 10, at 6:30 p.m. in the City Council Chambers.

Arcadia Police Investigate 
Prison Death 

Gregory Ramos, 18, of Downey, CA, was arrested in 
the 600 block of Fairview Ave. by Arcadia Police on 
Thursday, June 27, at approximately 3:30 a.m. He was 
then booked at the Arcadia City Jail for investigation of 
burglary, receiving stolen property, and carrying a 
loaded firearm in a public place. 

At 9 p.m., after being in custody for approximately 
16 hours, a routine jail check revealed that Ramos had 
used his jail linen to fashion a noose in an attempt to 
strangle himself. He was discovered unconscious in his 
single occupancy jail cell by some jail staff on duty. 

Emergency first aid personnel immediately adminis¬ 
tered C.P.R. Arcadia Fire Department Paramedics trans¬ 
ported Ramos to Methodist Hospital where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead, after lifesaving support treatment failed 
to revive him. 

Police support staff members and the Arcadia Police 
Chaplain notified the Ramos family in person of this 
tragic event. The Ramos family indicated that Gregory 
had been depressed recently over personal problems and 
suffered from depression in the past. 

A joint investigation into this death will be conducted 
by the L.A. County Coroners Office and the Investiga¬ 
tion Bureau of the Arcadia Police Department. 


Suspect Ar¬ 
rested in Rob¬ 
bery

In Honor of Alb^l E. l^latthies 

City Pays Tribute to Officer Killed in Line of Duty 69 Years Ago

It was just last month 
when Minnie Matthies re¬ 
ceived a letter from the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

Although the tragic in¬ 
cident occurred many 
years ago. Sergeant Andy 
Ballantyne asked her in his 
correspondence to be 
present for a dedication to 
her late father, Albert 
Matthies. He is the only 
officer killed thus far in the 
line of duty in Arcadia’s 
history—July 19, 1927. 

A dedication of the me¬ 
morial plaque took place at 
the Arcadia Police Station 
on July 9. Minnie, 73, and 
her sister Zora Kristufek, 
74, were present, along 
with Zora’s husband, Ed¬ 
ward. After a moving 
speech from Police Chief 
Ronnie Gamer, the plaque 
was unveiled, depicting 
Albeit Matthies in uniform 


on his motorcycle. A 
badge was skillfully recre¬ 
ated from his photo by a 
badgemaker and placed on 
the plaque. 

The sisters were both 
very grateful to the 
Arcadia Police, and sur¬ 
prised that they were able 


to locate them. (They both 
reside locally: Zora in 
Duarte and Minnie in San 
Gabriel). 

Zora later recalled tear¬ 
fully the night when she 
and her younger sister 
were told that their father 
“wasn’t coming home 
again.’’ 


Officer Matthies was 
only 27 years old in July, 
1927, and was both a mo¬ 
torcycle officer and assis¬ 
tant fire chief in Arcadia. 
The night of July 19, he 
was patrolling an area of 
town where, unbeknownst 
to him, three individuals

were planning a robbery at 
Odette’s Barbecue, a res¬ 
taurant located at the cor¬ 
ner of Northview Ave., 
south of Foothill Blvd. 

Before they could ex¬ 
ecute their scheme. Officer 
Matthies approached their 
parked car to investigate 
the situation more care¬ 
fully. Without warning, 
one of the suspects in the 
back seat opened fire on 
the officer with a handgun. 
Although the three sus¬ 
pects were later appre¬ 
hended and brought to Jus¬ 
tice. it was too late for 
Albert Matthies, who died 
that night.

afllou 
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speech, he stated, “Police 
officers have been called 
‘brave,’ and rightly so, for 
it is by doing brave acts 
that we become brave, as 
Aristotle observed. The 
passing of the years has 
not diminished the 
memory of July 19, 1927 
and of the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice made by Officer 
Matthies in service to God 
and the citizens of 
Arcadia. ‘Greater love 
hath no man than he that 
lays down his life for his 
brother.’ Officer Matthies 
demonstrated that love, 
and we join in appreciation 
on this day, to dedicate this 
plaque, as a lasting memo¬ 
rial to Albert, our father, 
our brother, and our 
friend.’’ 

When asked why the 
dedication was taking 
place now. Chief Gamer 
responded, “This is a great 
reminder to the officers on 
duty today of the danger 
they face and the level of 
dedication they are ex¬ 
pected to make.’’ The 
plaque, a monument to this 
reminder, will be in the 
lobby of the Arcadia police 
station from now on. 

Zora, who will cel¬ 
ebrate her 50th wedding 
anniversary with her hus¬ 
band in September, com¬ 
mented on all of the atten¬ 
tion they received from the 
press that morning. “I 
haven’t had so many pic¬ 
tures taken since my wed¬ 
ding,’’ she quipped.
